THE LEAGUE IS NOT COMMITTED! 


RITING, last week, of the discussion on the proposed 
Partition of Palestine which took place at the meeting 
of the Council of the League of Nations, we expressed 
our doubts as to whether the Partition policy had been carried 
a definite stage further. The developments that have since 
taken place amply justify our view. It will be remembered 
that Mr. EDEN requested that the British Government should 
be empowered to work out forthwith the details of a Partition 
scheme, and asked, as a preliminary, for a general approval by 
the Council of the Government's policy. The Council there- 
upon instructed a special Sub-Committee, consisting of the 
representatives of Latvia, Rumania, and Sweden, to draft a 
resolution giving the authority that Mr. EDEN required. There 
Was apparently no specific approval beforehand of the Govern- 
ment’s Partition policy. But if there had been the least 
question on this point, the resolution brought forward by the 
Sub-Committee completely dispels it. Indeed, the resolution, 
as an examination of it reveals, emphasises that the League 
remains uncommitted on the Partition idea. And this resolution 
has now been unanimously accepted by the Council! 

Let us quote its actual terms. Having detailed the 
preceding circumstances, it goes on to say: 

“Having regard to the intention expressed by the United 
Kingdom Government of pursuing the study of the problem 
of the status of Palestine, while concentrating on a solution 
involving Partition of the territory, and recalling the assurances 
given in this connection by the representative of the United 
Kingdom on the subject of immigration, the Council agrees to 
the United Kingdom's Government's carrying out the aforesaid 
study and taking such steps as it may entail.” 

These words grant Great Britain power to take the measures 
outlined by Mr. EDEN to the Council, viz., to elaborate a 
Partition scheme. But the grant is coupled with the under- 
standing that the Government is to go on with the study of the 
problem of the status of Palestine. In other words, it is given 
without prejudice to the problem in general, or to any solution 
other than Partition that may emerge from further considera- 
tion. The resolution, indeed, goes on to make this crystal 
clear; “ While pointing out,” it proceeds, “ that the Mandate... 
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remains in force until such time as it may be otherwise decided, 
the Council defers consideration of the substance of the question 
until if is in a position to deal with it as a whole, and in the 
meantime entirely reserves its opinion and its decision.” This 


_amportant declaration means that on the general problem of the 


status of Palestine, which must include, of course, the proposal 
of Partition, the Council has taken no decision, and will take 
none until it can consider the question from all angles. Mean- 
while it ~ entirely reserves” its opinion, and the Mandate still 
stands. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the significance of these facts. 
As our readers know, the League has. a decisive voice in the 
whole matter. This is explicitly recognised by the British 
Government in its undertaking not to give effect to a Partition 
plan without first securing the assent of the League Council. 
The Council now declares, in effect, that it has an open mind 
on the subject of Palestine’s future. In view of that attitude, 
we again urge, as we urged last week, that a golden opportunity 
has been offered to Zionists to put forward for the consideration 
of the Council an altern4&tive policy to Partition. That oppor- 
tunity may be the last that the Jewish people may ever have. 
The Zionist Congress has solemnly affirmed its adhesion to the 
Mandate, and has solemnly proclaimed an unshaken belief in its 


workability. Jews are therefore justified in demanding that it 


submit to the Council a plam by which the Mandate may be pre- 


served, and that it should press the scheme on the consideration 
of Great Britain and the rest of the world. Dr. WEIZMANN, 
it would appear, is ‘devotedly, almost fanatically, in love 
with the Partition policy. But Dr. WEIZMANN, despite 
his eminent labours in the Jewish. cause, is not the 
Jews have not yet embraced the idolatrous 
principle of a sacrosanct leadership. If the - Zionist leader is 
unalterably intent on Partition, then let him, in a patriotic 
spirit, stand aside and allow others to present the case 
for the Mandate. Congress itself is certainly no lover of 
Partition. Given a clear alternative—for or against the idea— 
and without the encumbrance of the British Government's 
specific plan, there is no reason to doubt that it would have 
rejected Partition out of hand. Then let Congress decide now 
as it feel and believes, and be given a fair chance to offer 
its own unfettered conclusions to the League on the way 
the Mandate may be upheld and the Jewish future safeguarded. 
If the summoning of another Congress is felt to be undesir- 
able, we would strongly suggest that the Zionist General 
Council should undertake the task. There is still time— 
time to save the Jewish position. And the Jewish cause 
has powerful friends in the League Assembly, as_ the 
Palestine debate there, still unconcluded at the time we went 
to press with this issue, amply proves. “The Balfour Declara- 
tion,” the Norwegian representative told his fellow-delegates, 
“is a solemn undertaking which has to be carried out.” 
“™@he civilised world is anxious,” he added, “that the Jewish 
work in Palestine should be continued.” The Mandates Com- 
mission has declared that the Jewish National Home is a 
measure of higher justice.” The Council of the League has 
shown no enthusiasm for Partition. The French Government, 
according to the Morning Post, are haunted by fears for the 
future of Palestine under such a policy. The day therefore is 
not lost—if only Jews in general, and Zionists in particular, 
will be true to themselves in this fateful hour!

growing pauperism. ‘The end of German Jewry 
approaches.” This is the mournful forecast, 
printed in another column, which a prominent German Jewish 
scientist, Dr. Fetix Theilhaber, makes. It is no mere idle prophecy 
uttered by a biltous pessimist insensible to the brighter side of 
things. On the contrary, it is supported by statistics which tell a 
profoundly significant tale. One of the most potent causes 
at work among German Jewry has been, of course, the persistent 
fall in the birth rate. But its’ baveful influence bas been 
intensified by the Nazi oppression which has driven young Jews 
from a country Which offeréd them no hope, and forced some of 
those who remained to change their religion in the desperate belief 
that thereby they might escape the tortures of Hitlerism. Dr, 
Theilhaber reiterates what has often before been said, that Nazis 
did not start the dissolution of German Jewry, which, years before 
Nazism appeared, had taken the first steps on the road to extinction, 
thanks to assimilation, mixed 
especially, family restriction, 


marriages, apostasy, and, more 
It is the Nazis’ questionable honour 
that they speeded the march by the application of brutal pressure, 
and, in so doing, called down on themselves aneodium which, with 
more humanity and patience, they might perhaps have escaped. But 
if only half offDr. Theilhaber’s gloomy forebodings are true they 
carry a warning to Jewries which are far beyond the confines of the 
Reich but which are the victims of some of the same practices as 
those in which their German coreligionists indulged. 


IN our issue of February 19th last, we published a letter, signed 
L.. De Armas, and written from the Spanish State 
General Headquarters, Salamanca. In this, 
the writer stated that he had been authorised to 
say that the rumour which was being spread in 
England that the Spanish National Movement had an anti-Jewish 
character was “entirely untrue.” No Jewish problem, he added, 
existed in Spain. In another column we report a recent radio 
address by General Queipo de Liano. It reeked, as will be seen, 
with the vilest and most ridiculous charges against Jews, and 
was calculated not merely to create a Jewish problem, but by its 
language to suggest means of solving it which would add one more 
horror,to the many under which Spain is already reeling. In these 
circumstances, we have to ask the individual who addressed the 
disclaimer to us whether the allegation that the Insurgent 
movement is anti-Jewish is still “entirely untrue,” and if so, 
whether the leaders of that movement will repudiate Queipo de 
Liano’s ravings. Jews the whole world over have the right to know

Mr. BORIS KLETZKIN (Vilna) 


The death is reported (by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency), m Vilvo, 
of Boris Kletzkin, the well-known Jewish publicist, critic and publisher, 
at the age of sixty-two. Kletzkin was born in Horoditch, White Russ: 
He was one of the first to awaken interest in modern Jewish literature 
among the Jewish workers of Poland and Russia. He organised th: 
famous Vilna booksellers’ shop of Abraham Gaselnik, which became th« 
centre of the new Jewish literary movement in Russia. After the firs) 
Russian revolution in 1905, Kletzkin helped to organise the legal Yiddis!: 
Press and the Bund Publishing Society, ‘‘ Die Welt.’’ He bécame 4 
prominent member of the Jewish Socialist Party (Bund). In 1910 he 
founded the Vilna publishing house of ** B. A. Kletzkin.’? He was tho 
first to publish a collection of Shalom Asch’s stories, and other writine 
of prominent Jews, as well as a translation of Rudyard Kipling» 
‘* Jungle Book.’ In 1925 Kletzkin transferred his business from Viln: 


to Warsaw, where it became one of the largest Jewish publishing hous 
in Poland, 


Mrs. JANET Brown, who died at the age of seventy-eight, a few day- 
after celebrating her diamond wedding, was one of the oldest Jewis!: 
residents in eee having settled in the town sixty years ago. Sic 
founded the Sister’ Mercy Society and was one of thg founders of t!

Post-Holy Days Reflections

B* the time this article is in print, the Holy Days will be all but 

over. Looking back on them, and comparing them with past 
celebrations over an extended period of time, one is tempted to ask 
whether the celebrations beginning New Year 5698 differ in any way 
from their predecessors in years gone by. Are they less universally 
observed? Are they less eagerly anticipated? Does the religious 
temperature stand at the same high figure, or has it fallen °® Are 
the Services as devoutly followed as in the Olov Hasholom days, or 
less so? These are not merely questions of the kind upon which the 
older generation love to dwell, to the accompaniment of sighs for the 
“ good old days’ when things were different and Jews were Jews 
They really affect our estimate of the religious trend among us, and 
we may well spare time and space for a little reflection upon them. 


W ELL. I am not, I hope, an unreasoning admirer of the days 

gone by. And yet, I find it hard to resist a thought that the 
intensity of feeling, almost bordering on excitement in some cases. 
with which the Holy Days used to be anticipated has waned. How 
often am [ asked, within a short time of their happening, ‘“ When 
is Rosh Hashono this year?" or “ Whenis Yom Kippur?” I am rarely 
asked, Ly the way, “When is Succos?"’ Perhaps my coreligionists 
are not so much concerned about that. That is the worst aspect of 
the importance attributed to Rosh Hashono and Yom Kippur. They 
drown the other Holy Days. They are regarded as first, and the 
others as nowhere! In fact the Sholosh Regolim don't really matter 
much, and they are mattering less and less—witness the seemingly 
growing desuetude of Shevuos! However, to come back to my point, 
the eager anticipation of the Holy Days has worn thin with the 
progress of the years. The busy preparations, that delightful 
anticipatory singing of the Synagogue melodies one used often to 
hear, are hard tocome by. The Holy Days are just dates in the 
calendar to be noted in one’s diary, and to be duly observed when 
they arrive! 


N the other hand, it must be said emphatically that, whatever 
the reason may be, the Synagogues are still filled. I have 
noticed no drop in attendances during the present cycle. The benches 
have been well occupied—both on the ground floor and in the 
ladies’ gallery. On Rosh Hashono and Yom Kippur it was 
literally a case of “standing room only”! And they stood! 
—the once-a-year and twice-a-year men, intent, more or less, 
on all that was passing. There was not the same big attendance 
on the Sabbath of Repentance, of course. Realists will say that 
many of the Rosh Hashono worshippers simply had to go to work 
or attend to their businesses, and my readers will make their own 
comments on that lapse. But then was 4t otherwise in the Olov 
Hasholomdays? LIwonder! And yet the Sabbath of Repentance 
did wear an air of special importance in the far-off years. 
It was, for instance, one of the two days in the year (the 
other was the Sabbath before Passover) when the Rabbi preached! 
Nowadays, of course, the sermon is no such rare luxury. 


HE sermons on the Holy Days, however, are listened to in the 
same almost unbroken silence as in the days gone by. Whether 
silence means consent is, naturally, quite another matter. In 


some cases if may be more a matter of respect for convention than 


of inward agreement with the preacher. For when the Service is 
over, the pent-up urge for criticism breaks out—just as in old time. 
In that respect the record is “ no change"! And yet one might have 
expected a more genial and less critical attitude. After all, in 
former times the practice was-—at least it was the practice with my 
elders—not to breakfast ‘before going to Synagogue on Rosh 
Hashono, and it was a little difficult to feel benevolent towards a 
preacher on an empty stomach. But nowadays how many among 
us expose our natural appetites to the same trial’? We can afford 
therefore, to feel a little more generous towards the sermon; but 
~~ What is the reason? I will take the answer as 
read, 


PEAKING, bowever, of the sermon brings me to the general 
demeanour of congregants during the Penitential Services. 

In this respect, too, it is, I think, a case of “no change.” If we are 
frank and honest about it, we shall admit that the atmosphere 
on Yom Kippur cannot be détscribed as very penitential, or 
even, upon occasion, as reverential. The falling upon one’s knees 
is, more often than not, a very perfunctory affair, performed in 
obedience to long habit, and with little thought of its deep, not to say 
awesome, significance as an act of worship. Many do not fall down 
at all, so that the Synagogue presents an appearance of undesirable 
irregularity, some prostrate and others standing erect, and apparently 
unconcerned, on their feet, so that one begins to question 
whether this part of the ritual is worth preserving at all, if 
Only in the interests of the reverence due to the occasion. Nor is 


ce) 
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that all; for I have always found the amount of space available for 
the genuflection woefully inadequate, with the result that the act 
is, so to speak, only half-performed. "Twas, indeed, ever thus! 
So much so, that at least one devoutly orthodox worshipper has 
been known to rent two seats all the year round in order to be able 
to “fall down” in the right and proper way. 


ANY congregants, of course, come late. Whether they are more 
numerous than in the past, [cannot say. The congregations 
on the second day Rosh Hashono still show the same falling away 
in point of numbers as in the olden days. Is it more marked? 
Again, it is difficult to give an answer. Perbaps the habit of con- 
versing during the Service has declined in some congregations, 
and I hereby offer my humble thanks for the disappearance 
of the gentleman near me who once whiled away the tedium by 
sucking peppermints. There is one respect, however, in which 
one can definitely say that there is no demonstrable difference 
from the days gone by, I refer to the utter listlessness of congregante 
during great stref@bes of time on Kippur Day. Many parts of the 
Service are stil left almost entirely to the Chazan to say—as 
thongh that 1¢ regarded as quite sufficient. Here and there a 
solitary voice/in the Synagogue may break into a loud, not to say 
startling, cry of a few words—as for instance inthe Mincha Seltchos 
~—-bitt for the rest it is somnolence, if not actualdeepsleep! I once 
asked a young relative why he was not joining in the reading of the 
prayers. “ Because it is all the same thing over and over again,” 
came the quick reply—endless repetition, in other words! Worse 
still, a great proportion of the congregants -probably an increasing 
one-—cannot understand the lauguage in which the prayers are 
written, and are driven, if still interested, to occasionally unsatis- 
factory translations, 


B' T perhaps most open to question are the Piyutim, which, I 

make bold to say. very few in the congregation understand. 
They stretch out the Service, but they are the very mother of 
apathy, now as in the past. I believe that their number has been 
reduced. But would not devotional feeling on asolemn day be 
greatly heightened if yet more were removed, and replaced, for 
instance, by a reading and exposition of the Psalms, or of chapters 
from the Prophets? After all, I believe that many Jewish author, 
ties, including Maimonides and Abraham ibn Ezra, have been 
averse to Piyutim, 


INALLY, the Yom Kippur just passed was marked, or marred, 
by the same old quaint phenomena. Large numbers of 
worshippers arrived in cars on Kol Nidrei night, and the lights of 
rows aud rows of them twinkled in the darkness when the Fast 
Day approached itg conclusion, while all the (Christian) world 
wondered! (“Who said that all Jews were not millionaires?’ ). Some 
worshippers alighted from their cars on Kol Nidrei night in evening 
dress, as though they had come for some gala occasion. (Sackcloth 


‘and ashes. one might have thought, would have better befitted the . 


occasion!) This odd and peculiar custom does nof, so far as my 


observation goes, appear to be on the decline. And I had almost

wat moral do these cursory comments provide? I believe 

that they point not so much to decay as to stegnation. The 
gre ays of Tishri stand fast in Jewish affections, fortified by old 
sentiment which is hard to kill.

And so again the Jewish Succah is foresaken before yet it is prove! 
that the new “ism” is an enduring refuge and not another exam)! 
of impermanent jerrybuilding on the quicksands of delusion. 

When will we learn that our humble Succah, despite its frailty, s 
desyite its apparent defencelessness before the storms of human Passio! 
and ‘prejudice, is yet our strength, our refuge, our home, and our 
glory? Mightier national homesteads, empire-fortresses, have falle 
in ruins; yet our little Sueccah stands. It is true that we have no roo’. 
and when the skies are inclement the booth-dweller perforce mus’ : 
suffer. But does Heaven's light carry no compensation? Do not tl: 
twinkling stars brighten the darkest. night? Is it well to abando: 
our age-old booth with its inestimable spiritual treasures, of whic! 
not only we but all humanity have need? All ‘peoples prize their ' 
racial soul; why should we alone commit national suicide? If we did. i 
the world would be incompatably poorer; but the disembodied Jewis!: 
ghost would not find peace. .rhe world has no use for spectres. 

Let the Sueccah bring home to us the lesson of faith. By faith wo 
have lived through the ages; only by faith in our ideals, our peop!c. 
and our God can we continue to live. Our struggle with “Gog and 
Magog” is long, longer perhaps than seems endurable. But the 
victory, if we have faith, is assured. Hebraic ideals of peace, ot 
international brotherhood (not totalitarian cosmopolitanism), of 
universal freedom, will triumph in the end. Israel's Temporary Booth

IS IT A JEWISH FIGHT? 


London Trades Council Discusses Fascism 
PEOPLE'S COUNCIL SPEAKER WELL RECEIVED

Mr. 8. Alexander, of the Jewish People’s Council, recently attended 
the London Trades Council mm order to make a special uppeat to the 
memb rs to Oppose anti-Semitism as a menace to the trade union 
inovewhent yenerally. 

Mr. Alexander's ape cal was listened to with close attention, and 
when he had concluded, after answering questions put by members, 
a vote of thanks to him was carried annd hearty applause. The key- 
note of his address was “ Through us, at you.” Mosley, he said, was 
Using the Jews “us i smoke-screen im order to attack democratie forces 
generally; it was a deliberate manoeuvre. When Mosley began dus 
kascist activity, anti-Semitism was not a part ol hus programme, anc 
his propaganda fell flat. Accordingly, he decided to take a leaf out 
of the Nazi book, and had, by means of his anti-Jewish demagogy, now 
cained a certain armmount of Support, Afte) he obtained foot - 
hold, declared Mr. Alexander, the attack would be pushed forward 
against other sections.. Thus the question of anti:Semitistn must be 
faced by all. The Labour and trade union movement had failed, in 
Mr. Alexander's opinion, to realise the seriousness of the situation 
They must: see, he concluded, that anti-Semitism should not be used 
as a battering-ram against the liberties of all. 

Questions prt te Mr. Alexander showed “a conthiet of thought 
Pelnacrrage lus hearers. several speakers urged that it was for the Jews 
themselves to take an open stand against Fascism generally, and mot 
to confine themselves to a defence of their particular rights 

Mr. M. Jacobs (Furnishing Trades Association) claimed that the 
Jews must come out definitely agamst Fascism. 

Mr. Wall, the Secretary, agreed that the working class must not be 
separated into Jew and Gentile. “ Jew-baiters should get proper 
punishment,” he said. “That will end Jew-baiting.” It was only in 
the Jewish quarter that the Fascists chose tu be msulting. he stated 
When he passed recently through Norwich, he: had heard a Fascist 
speaking who “ cooed like a dove about such innocuous subjects as the 
gold standard.” In London, there was a deliberate attempt to create 
breaches of the peace. 

Mr. J. Jacobs (Furnishing Trades Association) deplored the attitude 
taken by Mr. M. Jacobs. “Anti-Semitism, he considered, was, above 
all, a menace to trade umomsm—not specifically to the Jews—jand 
trade umonmsts should take the lead.

Poles Demonstrate Against Jew-Baiting 
Heartening Effect of New Workers’ Campaiga 


“Down With Anti-Semitism!” 


[From our Correspondent—Warsaw 


A strong movement is now-being organised by Polish workers (o 
counteract the spread of anti-Semitism. Following an important 
resolution arrived at jointly by the Polish trade unious and the Polish 
Socialist Party, meetings and. demonstrations are being held 
to fight anti-Jewish violence and the boycott. In Warsaw a 
demonstration, attended by members of the Jewish Bund, 
marched the streets carrying posters inscribed, “ Down with auti- 
Semitism,”’ and calling for the cessation of the “anti-Jewish 
extermination policy.” Other demonstrations are to be held 
in Warsaw and other cities. Thousands of leaflets denounc- 
ing the boycott have been: distributed by Polish workers in 
streets and outside churches. “Our demands for bigher pay and a 
better life for the worker,’ say the leaflets, “ are being drowned ina 
sea of anti-Jewish propaganda and batred. They tell us that by 
exterminating the Jews our position will be improved. This is a 
terrible lie invented by the Eudeks and Naras, the fighters with 
knives and fomentors of pogroms. It is they who murdered the first 
Polish President, aud who bombed innocent Jewish children on the 
Ist of May. Anti-Semitism is the deadly enemy of democracy, and 
we must fight for democracy in Poland. We must sharply counter- 
act the anti-Semitic wave and together with the Jewish worker 
repulse the hooligans who put Poland's name to shame throu,hout 
the world.” 

And Polish workers are not limiting their aclivity to words only. 
In a number of Polish towns, Polish workers, assisted by Jews, are 
the only protection now available against booliganism, In Lomza, 
Kielce, and many other places Eudek pickets have been many times 
driven out of the town. 

The beartening effect of these steps is noticeable in the villages 
too. Thus when a local E dek tried to make an anti-Jevwish speech 
in Piontek, a village in the Lentchica district, the peasants forced him 
to leave. Even in Western Poland, wiiere a Week without Jews” 
was proclaimed and was carried out with great severity, the move- 
ment of the Polish workers hac beneficial results. In Chelmuo, 
Pomerania, Polish workers led by a local Socialist leader, Dr. Peer, 
defeated Kudek plans for an anti-Jewish riot. By order of Dr. Peer, 
groups of Polish workers were placed near every local Jewish house 
and the Endeks driven away. 

Anti-Jewish outrages were reported last week from Warsaw, Lwow, and 
Vilna. la’ Warsaw, a number of Jewish students were injured at the 
Wawelberg and Rotwand High School when members of the Government 
youth or_a -isation compelled them to occupy benches.” 
A report announcing the anti-Jewish Victory ’’ was prominently featured 
in the offici | GAZETA POLSKA, 

With the opening of the new school year, the Polish School Association, 
An institution subsidised by the State, has issued 100.0 0 calendars for 
free distribution in schools, giving the names of non-Jewish firms from 
whom to buy books, writing paper, and other necessities, so as to avoid 
Jewish shops. If addition, special instructions have. been issued by the 

Warsaw munic' pal authorities enjoining school councils to buy all their 
requirements from nof-Jewish flims. And so Jews in Warsaw pay heavy 
taxes for the upkeep of a municipality which now uses their money to 
propagate an anti-Jewish boycott. 

Proposals to introduce the ‘* Aryan Paragraph “ have been turned down 
at two district Congresses of doctors held in Cracow and Lodz. This 
decision Was contributed to by a special appeal, issued by liberal-minded 
non-Jewish doctors of Lodz, denying that the medical or any other 
profession Was overrun by Jews. ‘Poland needs intelligent and 
oMicient minds, and the Jews have been of great benefit to this country, 
where they have lived for generatious,” the appeal declared,

In Defence of Yiddish Culture 
| World Congress in Paris 


Yiddish culture made a vigorous stand for its continued existence 
last week, when the first World Jewish Cultural Congress opened in 
Paris in thé presence of over 5,000 guests and over one hundred 
delegates from Great Britain, the United States, Canada, the 
Argentine, Poland, Lithuania, Palestine, and about twenty other 
countries where Yiddish is spoken. 

At the opening session of the Congress, addresses were delivered 
by the American delegates, who emphasised that American Jewry 
was interested in Jewish culture and would support the decisions 
of the Congress, The Congress elected Mr. Ben Adir, President, and 
Mr. Nahum Aronson. and Mr. Chaim Zhitlovski, who is now in New 
York, Honorary Presidents. Many messages were read, including 
those from M. Romain Rolland, M. Léo Lagrange, the French Minister 
of Sports, M. Edouard Herriot, and Mr. Mark Chagall. 

Describing the anti-Semitic forces in Europe as “ mad dogs,”’ M, 
Rolland, in bis message, emphasised that the fight proclaimed by 
Hitler and others against the Jews was “ a challenge to democracy.” 
He therefore urged that the democratic nou-Jewish world sliould go 

hand in hand with the Jews to combat the anti-Semitic forces. 

Mr. Ben Adir, in his opening address, regretted that many 
important Jewish cultural organisations were not participating, and 
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expressed the hope that they would join the Congress in the future, 
Mr. Opatoshu (U.S.A.), in his address, spoke of the origin of Yiddish 
as a national language of the Jews, tracing it to the fourteentl 
century. Mr. Morris Myer, of London, also spoke.

The Rumanian Government has de:ided to introduce anti-Jewish 
discrimination in trade and industry by means of administrative 
action, 

Prevented from introducing the Bill for the Protection of National 
Labour on account of possible international complications, M. 
Valeriu Pop, the Minister of Trade and Industry, who isa notorious 
anti-Semite, last week sent out circulars toall the leading industrial 
and commercial! enterprises with a strongly worded “ request” that 
they employ 75 per cent. of pure blooded Rumanians as clerical 
workers and 50 per cent. of pure-blooded Rumanians among their 
administrative and technical personnel. 

The firms are asked to comply with these instructions within a 
period of three months. Strict measures, such as heavy fines and 
withdrawal of trade and import licences, will be taken against 
enterprises which fail to fall in line.

Propaganda Campaign “An InsuJf to Our Institutions”

Mr. Harry W. Colmery, National Commander of the American 
Legion, in a statement issued this week on the eve of

A Décaying Community 


Coffins in Place of Cradles 


By Dr. FELIX THEILHABER 


(Dr. Felix Theilhaber is a prominent German-Jewish screntist and 
author whose books and studies have been wide ly read by the Jewish 
public in Germany for over twenty-five years. Hie is now resident im 
Tel-Aviv.) 

In my study entitled “The End of German Jewry,” which was 
published about. twenty-five years ago and was violently eriticised at 
the time, I tried to show and to explain the process of dissolution 
that had begun to take place among German Jews. Assimilation had 
been proceeding apace, and mixed marriages, conversions, and fanuly 
-restriction were rampant. In the large cities, matters reached the 
staye where every second marriage was concluded with i non-Jewish 
partner. The number of persons leaving Jewish Communities steadily 
increased. But the most noteworthy feature of this development was 
the fall in the birth rate. At the end -of the nineteenth century it 
was quite usual for Jewish famulies in big cities to comprise three 
children. At the beginning of the twentieth century, Jewish couples 
had only two children on the average, and after the Great War it 
became popular to have no more than a single child, or even no children 
at all, 

The following figures illustrate the importance of this development. 
\ceording to a rougn estiumate, thie number oft Jews resident m 
Germany in 1876 amounted to 500,000, and in the same year 16,000 
lewish children were born. In 1913, the corresponding figure for births 
was 8.000. although the number of those, who were sexually mature 
had increased. After the Great War the death rate exceeded the birth 
rate and the number of births diminished from year to year. In 1931, 
only 4,000 Jewish births were registered in Germany. It appeared 
that if thus development were to contmue, there would “antl be Th? 
Jewish-born children at all, and it was quite clear. to everyone that 
the Jewish population in .Germany—-not counting the losses arising 
from changes of religion and mixed marriages—-was bound to decrease 
enormously. The fact that these losses had been partly counterbalanced 
by a considerable imanigration of Jews from Eastern Europe served 
only to disguise the actual state of affairs. The truth was that 
Gernian Jews were proceeding towards complete annihilation, 


Birth Rate Dwindling to Vanishing Point 


If we now examine the succeeding phase of this developinent, we see 
from the figures for the years 1933-1935 (that is for the Nazi period), 
that the annual nurnber of births again decreased and amounted only 
te 2.500. It may be noted that this figure includes all children born 
of Jewish mothers throughout Germany. The difference between the 
figure of 16,000 for 1876, and the recent figure of 2,500 1s sufficiently 
striking, and ite signiticance is clear. One might be inclined to think 
this decline is merely a temporary one. . For instanee, it might be 
considered a momentary expression of the fee ling of insecurity 
German Jews, as a natural reaction to the political events. |

generations. However, owing to the large-scale emigration of Jews, 
the advent of the Nazi regime, only one half of the total number 
of such persons have remained in Germany. In other words, the 
number of marriageable German Jews will be four times smaller 
than in previous years. 

even allowing that the degree of fertility among German Jews does 
not diminish, we may expect in the very near future an annual number 
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of births one-fourth that of the present time. It is therefore not a 
pessimistic prophecy but merely a logical interpretation of statistical 
reports if we estimate the annual number of Jewish children who will 
be born during the °40’s at 500, with the prospect of the further rapid 
decline of the Jewish population. In making our estimate, we have 
not considered the fact that the emigration of Jews from Germany 
is likely to continue and even to increase : this depends on the future 
development of the German economic and political situation. 

Those who have no experience in interpreting statistical values might 
consider this prophecy unfounded and incredible, especially in view 
ot the fact that there are still 350,000 Jews resident in Germany. They 
do not take into account that these Jews are mostly persons of an 
advanced age, and therefore cannot influence the future course of 
development. In making our estimate we have assumed that the 
degree of fertility remams as at present, and have not examined con 
sequences likely to arise from increasing birth restrictions. Accordine 
to recent figures it has become more customary than ever that Jewish 
families should have a single clild. Of 100 Jewish children born 
hetween 1933 and 1935, fifty-three were first-born and only twenty 
six were second-born, Jewish couples seem to be perfectly satisfied 
with child, and, according to general opimon, 
probability that birth restriction ts going to stop.

The Flight From Judaism 


The fact that mixed marriages between Jews and “ Aryans” are no 
longer permitted in Germany can therefore hardly alter this situation, 
Besides, it would be wrong to think that the flight from Jewisl: 
Communities has ceased since the Nazis came to power. It 1s stil! 
quite popular with those who wish to avoid Jewish taxation, and there 
also exists a considerable number of persons who change their religion. 
In the eyes of some people, being a Jew is a hateful situation from 
which they try to eseape; and numbers of them. succeed, at least 
temporarily, in passing for non-Jews with such German authorities as 
do not immediately require a certificate of “Aryan” descent. 

The end of Gagman Jewry has thus become obvious, It is unavoid- 
able despite the considerable nurmber of Jews still resident in Germany , 
and despite certain valuable recent achievements of German Jews, as, 
for example, the building up of Jewish educational institutions, which 
received a fresh impetus from Nazism. But this achievement, too, 
is only temporary, and‘its success is delusive. The number of Jewish 
children who can attend these newly-founded schools will soon. be 
exceedingly small, so that only large Communities will be able to 
afford the cost of such institutions. These large Communities includ: 
Berlin, which is a place of refuge for Jews fleeing from the provinces 
and, therefore, still contains a Jewish population of 150,000 (that is, 
25,000 less than in pre-Hitler days); Frankfort (containing about 22,000 
Jewish inhabitants); Breslau (18,000); Hamburg (15,000); Cologne 
(14,000); and Leipzig (10,000). In those eities where the Jewis': 
population varies from 5,000 to 10,000, Munich, Nuremberg, Mannheim

The League and Partition 


Council Refuses to be Committed 


Decision on Principle Deferred 


The sittings of the Council of the League of Nations were contiuiued 
last week at Geneva when it decided to accept the proposal, submitted 
by Mr. Eden, British Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to 
authorise the British Government to proceed forthwith to work out the 
details of the Partition-scheme by appointing another Special Com- 
mission to visit Palestine. The Council, however, pointed out in its 
resolution that the Palestine Mandate remained in foree until such 
time as it might be otherwise decided and that it deferred consideration 
of the substance of the question until it was in @ position to deal 
with it as a whole. In the meantime, the Council reseryed its opimon 
and its decision, 

The full text of the resolution which was adopted unanimously by 
the Council 1s as follows: ; 

“In view of the United Kingdom Governments statement of 
July, 1937, concerning the conclusion of the Royal Commission 
on Palestine, in view of the preliminary opinion given to the 
(‘ouncil by the Mandates Comimission, in view ot the statement 
made by the representative of the United Kingdom to the Council 
meeting of September 14th, 1937, and the discussion on the status 
of Palestine which took place at the same meeting, having regard 
to the intention expressed by the Umted Kingdom Government 
of pursuing the study of the problem of the status of Palestine 
while concentrating on a solution involving partition of the 
territory, recalling the assurances given in that connection by the 
representative of the United Kingdom on the subject of inu- 
eration, the Council agrees to the United Kingdom Government's 
carrying out the aforesaid study and taking such steps as it may 
entail and, wlule pointing out that the Mandate of July 24th, 1922, 
remains im force until such*time as it may be otherwise decided, 
defers consideration of the substance of the question until the 
Council is in a position to deal with it as a whole, and in the 
mreantiune entirely reserves its opimion and its decision.” 

The resolution was. submitted .to the Counal by M. Antonescu, 
rapporteur aon the report ot the Mancdates (‘omnussion, the 
of the Commnuitee of .Three, appointed ut a previous meeting of the 
Council. 

M. Delbos, the French Foreign Minister, declared that the Freneh 
Government approved the text of the resolution and that it would 
follow with keenest sympathy the efforts of the Government of the 
United Kingdom to bring about a settlement of the Palestine problem 
on the basis of equity for all concerned, 

Mr. Eden expressed his thanks to the rapporteur and his two 
colleagues, the Foreign Ministers of Latvia and Swe€@fbn, and accepted 
the resolution, which was then put to the vote and adopted. 


Egyptian Statement to League Assembly 
3 Partition Opposed 
Jewish Agency Issues Reply 


The Egyptian Foreign Minister, M. Wacys Boutros Ghali Pasha, in 
lus statanent to the Assembly of the League on Saturday, devoted 
humself entirely to the question of Palestine. Egypt, he said, was 
greatly preoccupied with the Palestine problem owing to the proximity 
of the country, to the historical and religious connections, the brother- 
hood based upon language and civilisation, and also owing to Egypt’s 
fnendship with Britain. He alleged that in 1915 Great Britain, through 
Sir Henry McMahon, had promised Palestine to the Arabs. He quoted 
the Balfiour Detiyration textually, and said that the Jewish National 
Home was subordinate to Arab independence. This, he said, was the 
interpretation of Mr. Lloyd George’s evidence before the Royal Com- 
mission—that was to say that the Jewish State was contingent upon the 
consent of the Arab majority. He strongly opposed Partition, which, 
he said, was irreconcilable with Arab national rights and violated 
the Bntish pledge, involving the peace of Palestine. The creation of 
two small States, he said, was untenable. , 

The Egyptian delegate expressed full sympathy with the sufferings 
of the Jews, and recalled the equality enjoyed by the Jews in Egypt. 
But he objected to the dispossession of the Palestine Arabs for the sake 
of the Jews. He advocated a British-Palestine Treaty guaranteeing full 
citizenship to the present Jewish inhabitants in the country, and a 
methodical regulation of immigration within reasonable proportions, 
without prejudice to the Arab rights. The Minister concluded with an 
appeal to Arabs and Jews to maintain tranquilhty, and to renounce 
violence, so as to show their political maturity. He referred to the Jews 
and Arabs as descendants of Abraham, and hoped that friendly relations 
which had existed for centuries between Jews and Arabs would con- 
tinue in the future, so that the historian of the future would be able 
to repeat Renan’s tribute to the Jews’ and Mos!ems’ co-operation in 
Andalusia. : 

The Foreign Minister of Iraq, Tewfik-el-Swaidy, attacked the 
Partition proposals and suggested that the Belfour Declaration was in 
conflict with Article 22 of the Covenant of the League. 

In a statement issued by the Geneva office of the Executive of the 
Jewish Agency, surprise is expressed that the Egyptian Foreign 
Minister, in his speech at the Assembly, should have raised the 
McMahon controversy. It is pointed out that his reference to that 
ecrrespondence is not supported by the, repeated declarations of the 
British Government, It is further pointed out that in hjs letter te Tue 
Ytmes, Sir Henry McMahon definitely stated that Palestine was 
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excluded from the pledge given to the Arabs. The Executive of the 
Jewish Agency further contradicts Ghali Pasha's interpretation of Mr. 
Llovd George's evidence betore the Royal Comunission, adding that 
the true implication of his words was that the formation of a Jewish 
tnajority in Palestine was not dependent upon the consent of the 
Arab population, | 

The Jewish Agency's statement, while expressing appreciation of 
Ghali Pasha’s sympathy with the sufferings of the Jewish people and 
his appeal for Jewish-Arab amity, stresses, however, that such under- 
standing must be based on the continuation of Jewish ummigration 
into Palestine, in accordance with the country’s economic absorptive 
capacity. Finally, the statement refutes Ghali Pasha’s appeal for Arab 
rights on the basis of the “higher principles of rights and justice, 
and reealls the statement of the-Permanent Mandates Commission that 
the Jewish National Home was “a measure of higher justice.” 

The Arab Higher Committee has telegraphed to the Egyptian 
Government and to Ghali Pasha thanking them for their championship 
of the Arab case.

The Assembly of the League of Nations list week adopted a resulu- 
tion on Palestine, prop. sed by the Norwegian delegate. The resolution 
declared that “in accordance with the precedent established for many 
vears. the Assemblv decides to submit to the Sixth Commission the 
annual reports ot the Mandatory Power, the reports of the Mandates 
(Commission, and all other documents relating to the Mandate which 
were submitted to the members of the Couneil since the last necting 
of the Assembly.” 

The Sixth (Politieal) Commission of the Assembly of the League 
opened its proceedings in Geneva on Tuesday ; 120 delegates of all the 
nations represented aut the League and a large miumnber ol journalists 
and guests were present. The guests included Mr, David Ben Gurion, 
Mr. Moshe Shertek, and Dr. Nahum Goldmann, members of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency. Among the Arabs were Aum Abdul 
Hadi and the Emir Shakib Arslan. M. Graeff, the Dutch representative, 
was appointed rapporteur. 

M. Lange, of Norway, in opening the discussion, desembed the 
attitude of the League towards the present position in Palestine. 
He dwelt on the repercussions in Jewish and Arab circles, and said 
that the eivilised world was anxious that the Jewish work in Palestine . 
should he continued. 

Alluding to the promises made to the Arabs he pointed out that these 
promises, which were rather vague, had largely been fulfilled. The Balfour 
Declaration was a solemn undertaking which had to be carried out. 
Humanity owed a debt of gratitude to the Jews. 

Commenting on the proposed Jewish State he observed that the 
smallness of the territory for Jewish immigration did not correspond 
even in a small measure with Jewish needs, as Transjordan was being 
closed to Jews. It was, therefore, nnportant to open the Negev for 
Jewish settlement. He also referred to the ditficulties of defending 
the eastern frontuer, and to the desirability of including Jewish 
Jerusalem in the Jewish State. Finally he emphasised that the Govern- 
ment decision to restrict Jewish tmunigration to 8,000 for this year 
constituted a departure from the principle of absorptive capacity. 

M. Komarnicki, the representative of Poland, said that the Balfour 
Declaration opened a new era not only in the history of Palestine, but 
ir. the history of the Jewish people. The Declaration had resulted 
it, the recognition of the existence of a Jewish problem; and tho 
upbuillding of a Jewish National Home became an integral part of 
Jewish life throughout the world. Any change in the status of the 
Jewish National Home would vitally affect World Jewry, of whom 
three-and-a-half millions hved in Poland, where they constituted ten 
per cent. of the population. He added that thirty per cent. of them 
lived in towns. It was abnormal that sixty per cent. of the Jewish 
population should be tradesmen, while thirty-two per cent. were 
represented in trades and crafts. This applied equally to the rest 
of the Diaspora. If, he went on, such a position did not lead to eom- 
plications in a country like America, the abnormal position was acutely 
felt in Poland, a country two-thirds of the population of which were 
engaged in agriculture. In view of the agricultural crisis and con- 
sequent impoverishment in the country there was a migration to the 
towns. 

Before the War, he said, there was a Jewish emigration from Poland, 
and the importance of Palestine had been enhanced ‘since the War 
owing to the fact that all other countries were closed to immigration. 
He pointed out that the same problem was present elsewhere in 
Kastern Europe, and he recalled the statement of Dr. Weizmann 
before the Royal Commission that six million Jews were in the greatest 
economic distress. The frontiers of the Jewish National Home 
must be made large enough to absorb a considerable part of World 
Jewry, whose continued existence could be assured only through such 
immigration. That would provide at least a partial solution to the 
Jewish problem. 

It was from this point of view, he said, that the Polish Government 
would examine any project for the modification of the status of 
Palestine proposed by Great Britain. 

He concluded by expressing his agreement with the conclusion of 
the Mandates Commission that the region to be assigned to the Jews 
must be such as to permit the intensive development and the rapid 
growth of the Jewish population. He paid a. tribute to Great 
Britain’s objectivity and generosity, and expressed the hope that in 
working out a definite project in regard to Palestine, Britain would 
bear fully in mind the considerations to which he had alluded. 

M. Frasheri, the representative of Albania, spoke of his pre-War 
experience in Palestine, when he was a Turkish Governor. He 
deseribed the beginnings of Jewish colonisation and the estab-

URING the last two’‘months the 
1) thoughts and hopes of world-wide 

Jewry have been centred on 
Switzerland. This summer has seet the 
eventful meetings of the. twentieth 
Zionist Congress and the Jewish Ageney 
in Ziirich, and of the Mandates Com. 
nussion and the League Counel 
Assembly in Geneva. But these two towns 
are also places ot pilgrimage for educa 


tionists from every land, and no Jewish 


educatffnist who has visited them during 


the vacation can fal to have been 


influenced by their histone atmosphere. 

Geneva, the birthplace of Rousseau 
(1712), and Ziimech, the birthplace of 
Pestalozz: (1746), both have statues and 
museums in honour of their famous sons. 
lt was the gemus of these two reformers, 
above all others, which first brought the 
spirit of liberation and humanism into 
European éducation at the close of the 
ewhteenth century. To these Swiss 
thinkers can be largely traced that 
revolution in thought and _— education 
which, among its many other results, 
helped to open the gates of the ghetto 
throughout Europe and enabled Jews to 
participate in general culture. 

It was their common admiration for 
the writings of Rousseau that formed one 
of the earliest links in the fmendship 
between Mendelssohn and Lessing, which 
had such epoch-making consequences for 
Jewish emancipation. A new era then 
hegan in the education of the young and 
in the Jewish school system. The first 
inodern Jewish school in Germany was 
founded in Berlin in 1781, and became 
the model for many similar institutions. 
During the first half of the nineteenth 
century, one of the most noted was. the 
Franzschule in Dessau, which was estab- 
lished in accordance with the principles 
of Basedow, the German disciple of 
Rougseau. The repercussions of the move- 
ment for educational emancipation were 
heard in England also. Here it won a

This conviction followed naturally from 
the central theme of Froebel’s systefn of 
education, namely, the idea of a Divine 
Unity binding together all creation. Such 
teaching must make an especial appeal 
to Jews, who may well join in the cele- 
bration of the centenary of the Kuinder- 
garten—-or the Gan Yeladim, as it is now 
called in Palestme. 

A worthy contemporary of, and fellow- 
worker with, Pestalozzi and Froebel was 
Jean Frédéric: Oberlin. He worked in a 
land adjacent to Switzerland, in a valley 
of the Vosges Mountains near Strasbourg 
in Alsace. In educational history he 1s 
famous as the founder of the first 
Infants’ School, which he started about 
the year 1770 in the village where he was 
Protestant pastor. To the end of his

Once. n Jew who was crossing the 
mountain heights above the valley was 
robbed and murdered. For some yeurs 
afterwards, Oberlin gave the widow each 
vear a sum of fifty francs. The woman, 
astonished at receiving stich a rich gift 
from the pastor of so poor a parish, asked 
him -to explain it. Oberhn replied that 
since the murder had been committed 
in his parish he felt a personal sense of 
ciilt, and wished as far as possible to 
atone fer the crime and remove the 
shame that rested upon the place where 
innocent blood -had been shed. 

A Jewish pedlar, who had ‘for many 
years made trips through the valley and 
who sold goods on eredit to the villagers, 
died, leaving his widow in great destitu- 
tion. When Oberlin heard of this, he 
sent for the list of the Jew’s debtors who 
lived in his parish, collected from those 
who were able,to pay, and paid himself 
for thosewwho could not do so. 

One morning, as Oberlin was at work 
in his study, he heard a great noise in the 
village. Rushing out, he saw a stranger, 
whom almost the whole population was 
loading with abuse and threats. “A Jew! 
A Jew!” was shouted on all sides as the 
pastor forced his way through the crowd ; 
and it was with difficulty that he could 
obtain silence. When he could make 
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himself heard, he exclaimed : “ Those who 
treat so cruelly one who is not a 
Christian are themselves unworthy of 
Then, lifting the pedlar’s 
pack upon his own shoulders, he took the 
man by the hand, led him to his home, 
and sheltered him from the fury of the 
mob. 

Some years after Oberlin’s death, there 
was founded, in his memory, Oberlin 
College. in the State of Ohio, U.S.A. 
This was distinguished as being the first 


that name.” 


American college—just a century ago 
to admit women and Negroes as students. 
In these days of the numerus clausus 
and of regimentation for the Totalitanan 
State, it is good to be reminded of that 
liberalising and humanising spint’ which 
in all times and places 1s the mark of 
true education. 

In Geneva there has now been estab- 
lished for twelve years the International 
Bureau of Education, which works in 
close conjunction with such bodies as the 
International Labour Otfice and _ the 
Committee on Intellectual Co-operation 
of the League of Nations. It examines 
technical questions in connection with 
education by the same methods as those 
employed generally at Geneva for the 
solution of social, humanitarian, 
economic, or political questions. In its 
magnificent library in the Palais Wilson 


is a permanent exhibition on the teaching 
of peace and international co-operation, 
with a special collection of. children’s 
books from thirty-nine different countries 
(including Hebrew bogks from Palestine), 
suitable for the hers os of interesting 
children in the life of young people in 
other parts of the world. Its research 
and information departments are at the 
service of inquirers in all lands. 

Among the many international educa- 
tional institutions which have their head- 
quarters at Geneva may be mentioned 
the Universal Esperantist Association. 
This year it is celebrating the jubilee of 
the establishment of Esperanto in 1887 
by that great Jewish idealist, Dr. 
Zamenhof. Another notable organisa- 
tion is the Save the Children Inter 
national Union, which was founded by 
the late Miss Eglantyne Jebb. This 
heroic. Englishwoman drafted the 
Children’s Charter, - adopted by the 
League of Nations Assembly in_ 1924, 
which declares that every child, “ beyond 
and above all considerations of race, 
nationality, or creed,” must be given 
“the means necessary for normal 
development, both matenal and _ spuirit- 
ual.” The Students’ International Union 
and the International Student Service 
are other bodies whose’ fine’ work 
prevents one from despairing of a world 


in which hatred and violence are now so 
prevalent. 

The ancient educational tradition of 
Switzerland eminently fits her to be the 
scene of these activities. Her scholastic, 
no less than her political, institutions are 
distinguished by their atmosphere of 
democratic equality and _ freedom. 
Switzerland is a confederation of twenty- 
two cantons, inhabited by communities 
of very diverse race and religion. Four 
languages—French, German, Italian, and 
Romansch—with their respective  cui- 
tures are equally tolerate®and respected, 
although even less than a century ago 


“there was civil war between Protestants 


and Catholics. The Swiss inhabit a land 
small in size, and have had to struggle 
hard with the forces of Nature. They 
are renowned for their sturdy independ.- 
ence and patriotism, yet they have put 
all nations in their debt by providing a 
sanctuary for so many international 
institutions working for the common good 
of humanity. One feels that the example 
of Switzerland is an encouragement to its 
Jewish visitors to persevere in the up- 
building of Palestine, so that it may 
become a land of unity and blessing for 
its Jewish and non-Jewish inhabitants 
and for the whole civilised world.

HEBREW LITERATURE IN 5697 


literatures of\(mankind which can 

trace back to traditional date, 
in this case 5,697 years ago. Nay, 
much more; it is the only ancient surviv- 
ing literature which never ceased to exist 
and which has enjoyed in the last two 
generations a renaissance, a renaissance 
which should rank among the _ great 
miracles filling the pages of our history. 
It is a miracle, however, of which very 
many in modern Israel are not yet aware. 
Nor 1s it adequately appreciated even by 
those taking some notice of the revival of 
Hebrew language and. literature. 

So lengthy and so glorious a literary 
tradition neither eases the existence nor 
strengthens the influence of contem- 
porary Hebrew literature. History and 
the glorious past make high demands. 
Goethe's famous saying: “ Weh Dir, dass 
Du em Enkel bist,” can be applied to 
Hebrew literature, too. Modern Hebrew 
literature of the end of the seventh 
eentury of the sixth millennium cannot 
rival the great classics of the second, 
third, and fourth millennia. Notwith- 
standing this, many are disappointed 
when they do not succeed in discovering 
in modern Hebrew literature new 
Prophets of the type of Isaiah and 
Jeremiah, modern singers of “Song of 
Songs,” authors of “Job” and 
“ Kohelet,” and so on. They usually 
forget or do not take into account the 
very difficult conditions in which this 
literature and its creators have to 


| E BREW literature is one of the few 


‘ 


perform the “ miracle,” the absolute lack 
of any public or national support, the 
isolation in which the modern Hebrew 
author does his work, which will be 
admired and studied by future genera- 
tions but which 1s unfortunately known 
to less than one per cent. of the Jewish 
people and is appreciated by a. still 
smaller part of our nation. Spiritual and 
cultural work needs an atmosphere full of 
creative imterest, of give and take; it 
needs a sounding board, a more or less 
homogeneous society prepared and able 
to create this necessary surrounding for 
the author and his work, to afford the 
necessary basis for it all, and to influence 
its creators and be adequately influenced 
by them. All this 1s really a sine qua non 
for any field of man’s or a_ people’s 
spiritual activity; how much more so for 
a national literature. That modern 
Hebrew literature has been, and is still, 
deprived of all this and what is involved 
in it, is a fact, and one which does not 
greatly trouble the very bugy leaders and 
overburdened and institu- 
tions in modern Jewry. 

Last year, with all its troublous 
economic and political events and their 
implications, both in Palestine and in the 
Diaspora, was in no way calculated to 
solve the many problems of modern 
Hebrew literature and its authors. The 
negligence or lack of interest of various 
‘official bodies in different countries in 
“peaceful” years could hardly be 
expected to be revised or altered jin the 


past very critical year. Nor could any 
radical improvement be noticed in the 
direction of widening the circle of 
Hebrew readers, or of forming the desired 
“mass public ” or society of readers who 
should be the spiritual consumers of our 
national literature. Such factors as these 
prevented Hebrew literature of last year, 
on the other hand, from presenting the 
desired adequate and comprehensive 
picture of the whole Jewish tragedy of 
recent times. Nor has Hebrew literature 
been more successful in becoming the. 
literature of the Jewish intelligentsia 
and the masses all over the world. 
This important fact, with all that 
it involves, deserves very careful con- 
sideration, although, as has already 
been said, this is not the fault of our 
Hebrew literature only, other general 
factors of our Jewish life being largely 
responsible. 

Although political unrest the 
recent resultant economic depression in 
the Yishuv necessarily caused a severe 
crisis in Palestinian Hebrew literature, 
so that most publishers were unable to 
continue their work on their previous 
scale, the Hebrew literary activity of 
Palestinian Jewry last year was still con- 
siderable. It may even turn out that the 
depression in the book market will prove 
in some respects to be beneficial for 
Hebrew literature. It should, in the first 
place, pave the way for some planning 
in that field, as far as this is possible 
and admissible in the sphere of cultural 
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work. In many branches of literature 
(especially in educational literature and 
in various types of research work) some 
kind of planning directed by some 
authoritative body is not only desirable, 
but also imperative. The fact that the 
prospects are poor for much of the 
“ private initiative ” in the field of pub- 
lishing might be helpful in this direction. 
For the same reasons we shall not deplore 
the decline in the publication of trans- 
lations from European and . American 
literatures into Hebrew. Undoubtedly 
we must acquaint the Hebrew-reading 
public with the best products of world 
literature. Much richer and more 
advanced literatures than the Hebrew 
cannot afford to close their gates to other 
literatures and to maintain a kind. of 
literary self-sufficiency. How much more 
must our literature, which has to satisfy 
the needs of a heterogeneous circle , of 
readers, remain 
influences.

But more care is needed as 
regards both the works to be translated 
_into Hebrew and the translating itself, 
Apart from translations from modern 
authors (Pushkin, Undset, etc.) and from 
Yiddish (Singer and Ash), Hebrew litera- 
ture last year was enriched by transla- 
tions from works .

tine. On the whole, neither Palestine’s 
Hebrew Press Hebrew books 
reach the masses of potential or actual 
Hebrew readers in the Diaspora.

in the face of the hard and unpalatable 
facts of urban life, he has turned back to 
traditional Jewish subjects and found in 
them the framework of his artistic out- 
put.

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THE FIRST ZIONIST SETTLEMENT 


HEN I arrived in Palestine in the 
W vear 1907, the Jewish National 
Fund owned fous pieces of land, 

namely, Hittin, Kinereth, Ben Shemen. 
and Hulda, which had been bought at 
various times between 1905 and 1907. It 
was my duty to make some sort of use 
of these areas in order to protect them 
from the risk of “ Machlul” ( becoming 
forfeit to the Government in case of 
non-cultivation after three years). But 
this was by no means an easy matter. 
The condition of the 2,000 dunams at 
Hulda was absolutely hopeless. The land 
had been bought in 1905 through Mr. 
Sapir, Assistant Manager of the Anglo- 
Palestine Bank. Sapir was one of those 
best acquainted with the eountry, extra- 
ordinarily simple in his requirements and 
an indefatigable Zionist worker, but he 
was no authority on questions of colonisa- 
tion and was satisfied that he had 
brought 2,000 dunams of land into 
Jewish POSSESSION. Fhe question as to 
what should be done with the and lay 
outside his province, and the problem was 
difficult Hulda was very 
unfavourably situated. It was about 
one-and-a-half hours’ journey by cart 
from Ramleh, Dut the road was extra- 
ordinarily bad. I remember that once, 
when I drove in the company of an 
agronomist from Hulda to Ramleh, the 
cart, which was drawn. by three horses; 
turned over, resulting in a loss to the 
agronomist of lis two front teeth. That 
was at the time of the great locust 


hecause 


invasion, and we had to pass on the way 
a swarm of crawling locusts, which was 
thirty metres wide and several kilometres 
long. 

But the worst was that Hulda hati no 
water. Throughout the history of Hulda, 
which extends over thirty years, the 
water problem had 
factor. It is only now that the problem 
is being solved by a long pipe conducted 
from the neighbouring Naan (Naaneh). 
But at thie time Hulda had only an Arab 
well, belonging to the Arab village ol 
Hulda, but which the Jews had no right 
to use. The unfortunate thing was that 
this well had very little water, and in the 
summer months none at all, so that water 
had then to be brought in casks from a 
great distance. 

In these circumstances, 1t was very 
difficult for me to come to a decision how 
the 2,000 dunams at Hulda should be 
cultivated. The only fund which the 
Zionist Organisation at that time pos- 
sessed besides the National Fund was the 
so-called Olive Tree Fund, which, if | 
remember aright, then had 50,000 marks 
at its disposal. I decided to use this 
fund in order to plant the Herzl Forest 
at Hulda. When I declared that I would 
bring Jewish workers to Hulda for this 
purpose, there was great opposition to 
this squandering of national resources, 
especially on the part of many settlers of 


been a decisive 


e neighbouring colonies Ekron and 


Rehovoth. These settlers maintained 
that if°l would entrust them with the 
planting of the trees they would do it 
better and cheaper than I could do it 
through my own Jewish workers. But 
had the impression: that it was impos- 
sible to plant the Herzl Forest by the 
colonists who were about ten kilometres 
away and then leave it without any 
Jewish protection. At that time it was 
still a matter ot course to have Jewish 
property protected by Arab watchmen. ] 
Was also not sure whether the colomsts 
would employ Jewish labourers for the 
plantation, and in any case foresaw a 
number of difficulties which I wanted to 
avoid. I therefore decided, despite all 
protests, to brnng a number of labourers 
to the spot and to entrust them with the 
plantation. 

At that tune, Professor Otto Warburg 
sent out to me a Mr. Brisch, who had 
engaged some years before, together with 
the late Davis Trietsch, in colonisation in 
Cyprus. Professor Warburg had made an 
agreement with him that he should be 
employed in Palestine as a gardener or 
as an inspector of nurseries for the Olive 
Tree Fund. Brisch, was a little fellow. 
about fifty years old, ‘very honest, 
respectable, and very expert in all sorts 
ol feminine occupations such as knitting, 
cooking, ete. But what use could I make 
of him for the Olive Tree Fund? > The 
only nursery which the Olive Tree Fund 
Society possessed had been laid out in 
Ben Shemen in 1907, but for that I] 
needed not Brnsch, but a robust agricul 
tural worker fit for physical toil. I did 
not want to repudiate the signature of 
my fnend Professor Warburg, and there- 
fore appointed Brisch te the only agri- 
cultural post then at my _ disposal, 
namely, manager and bookkeeper at 
Hulda, and asked him to make the most 
necessary arrangements for the accom 
modation of the workers at Hulda. How 
small our financial means then were can 
be seen from the fact that the modest 
plan for the building of a house, which 
Brisch submitted to me according to the 
plan of the architect Fnedland and which 
amounted to 5,000 franes (£200), simply 
terrified me because of its cost. But, 
after all, there was nothing else to be 
done but to build a house, which still 
starids as the central | building in the 
kvutzah of Hulda, | 

I then tackled the water question. I 
happened to hear at that time that there 
was a contractor at Beirut who had 
brought a modern, boring maclnne from 
America and could bore with it to a 
depth of 200 metres, whereas the utmost 
that.one could bore until then with the 
usual methods in Palestine was’ only 
sixty to eighty metres. I got into touch 
with this man and entrusted him with 
the execution of the boring, the cost of 
which, as was natural, increased with 
every additional metre downwards. - 
Owing to the small sum at my disposal, 


this .boring was a very anxious matter 
for me. When it had penetrated a 
hundred metres,Geep without yielding 
‘as contronted by the 
question whethdr I should stop it or 


any water, | 


if to.continue another twenty 
metres. And this same question arose 
repeatedly and became ever more dilh 
cult when no results were obtained at 
120, 140, 160, and 180 metres. But | 
pegged away, as | could not decide to 
look upon the money already spent as 
lost, and at last the boring reached’ the 
water-containing stratum at ISI metres 
Great joy! But now it was a problem 
to bring the water found at that depth 
to the surface. That was not possible 
with the pumps then used in Palestine, 
and a special pump had, therefore, to be 
ordered trom abroad which worked with 
compressed air. When the pump was at 
last, with great dithculties (as there were 
perts), placed in position, it was 
found that, owing to the great depth. 
the very frequent repairs. to the pump, 
and a considerable deposit of sulphur 
in the water, the well could only be used 
to a very limited extent, and the hopes 
of obtaining a. large quantity of water 
had to be abandoned. 

The relations between the Jewish group 
and their Arab neighbours sufféred from 
the fact that the latter grudged the Jews 
the little water that they obtained from 
the common well. Once, shortly after the 
beginning of the British occupation, when 
the British Governor visited the Arab 
well, the Arabs complained to him about 
the Jews and showed him the plan of the 
Jewish settlement which, thanks to the 
Herz] Forest, was already green and thus 
formed an oasis in the otherwise treeless 
district. ‘The Governor asked the Arabs : 
* How long have you been here on this 
land’” The Arabs replhed: “From tame 
immemorial, probably a thousand years.” 
“And how long.” asked the District 
Governor, “have the Jews been here?” 
“The Jews,” replied the Arabs, “ not 
more than ten years.” “Oh,” said the 
Governor, “and why have you _ not 
planted a single tree in a thousand years, 
wiulst the Jews have already created a 
forest in ten years?” To that the Arabs 
could make no reply. 

I do not wish to refer here to the sub- 
sequent changes of fortune that overtook 
Hulda. They. are so manifold that it 
would be possible to write a book about 
them. The settlement has been preserved 
with the sweat and blood of many of our 
best workers, of whom I would mention 
only Ephraim Chizik, who fell in the dis- 
orders of 1929. The kvutzah that has 
now been there for seven years and 1s 
distinguished by the. great industry and 
ability of its settlers is now entering upon 
a new period of its development. It is 
leaving the old farmyard built almost 
thirty years ago in order to erect new 
buildings on another spot, which is

It is then up to anyone who 1s interested 
to make his own critical appraisal of it. 
To me,” he adds, “one of the most 
striking things about Rosenberg 1s the 
way his. poetry has appealed to such 
widely different literary tastes.” 

Appreciation of Rosenberg 1s growing, 
and further hographical matenal and 
critical appraisals will no follow. 
Meanwhile, this book is a. definitive 
collection of everything that Rosenberg 
has written. And from this point of 
view it is a lasting achievement and 
should: find its way into every home in 
England where literature and poetry 
mean anything at. all. Certainly, into 
every such Anglo-Jewish Rome.

Mr. Manning, who is Montague Burton 
Professor of International Relations in the 
University of London, has edited a sym- 
posium contnbuted to by members of the 
staff of the London School of Economics. 
The problem discussed lies at the verv root 
ol current anxieties, and its many aspects 
comprise questions of history and 


economics, psychology and sociology, an- 
thropology and jurisprudence. One depart- 
ment of revisionism concerns mandated 
ternitones and the German claim to 
colomes. The researches of Mr. Leonard 
Woolf are several times quoted with 
approval. It is noteworthy that Dr. 
Lauterpacht, who discusses questions of 
international law, finds it necessary to con- 
clude with an appeal to morality rather 
than legality.

PHILOSOPHY INTO RELIGION 


Philosophy and Revelation. — |}, 
Dr. A. LICHTIGFRBLD: L.

The author of this book tells us, in his 
own preface, that he was a teacher of law 
in the Rhineland and came to England two 
years ago. Being a student of philosophy 
also, he conceived the idea of presenting 
a compendium of the views of modern 
Jewish philosophers and theologians on the 
philosophy of religion. One approaches 
the book, therefore, with special interest 
and sympathy, in view of the circumstances 
which form its background. But it must 
be admitted that philosophy of religion is a 
highly difficult and speculative department 
of thought, and that the material of the 
present work is set out without any frills 
or concessions. For the serious student 
there is a wealth of interesting and 
important doctrine in a summary form.

The general impression left by the book 
is that it is rather difficult to digest in its 
present form. Its plan is that of an 
encyclopedia, almost, and the reader who 
has not the technical equipment and back- 
ground with which to peruse it may feel, 
perhaps, a little dazed at the end. But 
one must be grateful to the author for his 
effort to break new ground, and one must 


acknowledge his wide reading and breadth 
of outlook. 

The Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, con- 
tributes a word of introduction to the book, 
and finds the author a “helpful and 
pleasant guide ’’ to contemporary thought 
on religious philosophy. Professor John 
Macmurray contributes a second preface, 
and stresses in it the value of the book as 
an aid to a better understanding of the 
Jewish outlook on life and its relation to 
European culture generally. Dr. Laichtig- 
feld himself, #a the third preface, modestly 
disclaims ambitious a purpose. 
‘* The thinkers dealt with in this study,”’ 
he writes, ‘“‘ are linked together by the 
fact of their being of Jewish ongin;: but the 
reader will gather from my treatment that 
there is no trace of ‘ ein rassegesetzliches 
Denken,’ that is to say, a mode of think- 
ing conditioned by racial inheritance ”’ 
(p. Xa). 

If there is any definite conclusion to be 
drawn from the’ vanety of extracts 
presented, it would seem to be that in 
philsophy we find a legitimate and 
helpful approach to knowledge of God, and 
that even the most abstract metaphysical 
speculation leads, in the end, to something 
identical with the simple essentials of 
religious faith.

The Christian Approach to Jews. 


By Dr. CHARLES SINGER. Allen 
and Uniwin. 18. 
Dr. Charles Singer's pamphlet, which 


has been slightly enlarged from a memoran 
dum prepared for the International 
Missionary Council, has a welcoming fore. 
word by the Bishop of Chichester and a 
commendatory preface by the Rev. H. W. 
Fox, the Hon. Secretary of the British 
Christian Council for International Friend- 
ship, Life, and Work. <A reproduction of 
Low’s cartoon, “Joseph and the Breth- 
ren,” appears on the cover and as a 
frontispiece. The author was asked to 
discuss the Christian attitude to Jews from 
the Jewish point of view, and seeks to 
make plain to Christians and especially to 
imssionanes why Jews, all over thg world, 
persistently refuse to accept Christianity, 
and why missionary effort has so little 
successs even in approaching them. He 
shows how the organised Christian 
Churches have encouraged and even 
created anti-Semitism throughout — the 
centunes. In particular, the default of 
Christianity from its professed principles 
is demonstrated to-day by the general 
acquiescence of the Churches in Nazi 
paganism. 

Dr. Singer writes with courage, frank- 
ness, and knowledge, and it augurs well 
for a revival of the spirit of true religion 
that his words have received such a ready 
hearing in authoritative Christian circles. 
‘* Certainly, as one Christian,’’ writes the 


Bishop of Chichester, ‘‘ I cannot escape the - 


reproach of my own conscience after read- 
ing what is here written and perceiving the 
implications of the argument used.’’ While 
agreeing with the general tenor of this 
booklet, the Bishop remarks that there are 
points here and there with which he does 
not necessarily agree. Most Jewish readers 
will feel similarly. Dr. Singer wisely dis- 
claims at the outset any right to speak for 
Jews as a body. But unfortunately this 
general disclaimer will not inform the non- 
Jewish reader that the paragraphs antagon- 
istic to Zionism are Dr. Singer’s own 
personal views and entirely misrepresenta- 
tive of current Jewish opinion. By his 
quite gratuitous criticism of Zionism, the 
author has himself introduced a stumbling- 
block in the pathway of reconciliation.

Refusal to be Dragooned 


France Resists Dr. Weizmann’s Pleas 


(From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


MM. Antoneseo, Munters, and Sandler—the Foreign Ministers o! 
Kumania, Latvia, and Sweden—who composed the neutral sub- 
‘‘ommittee of the League Council on Palestine, to which was entrusted 
the task of drafting a resolutiofi on Mr. Eden's proposals, have 
performed this delicate task both conscientiously and well. Perhaps 
too well for the hking of Mr. Ormsby-Gore and the C‘olomal Ottice. to 
whose influence many are tempted to asenbe the strange and significant 
circumstance that of our more serious morning dailies only the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, but neither Tue Times nor the DAILy 
TeL.ecrarn, thought fit to publish that bref and pungent resolution 
in full. Instead, they treated their readers to summaries, which failed 
6 do justice to either the spirit or the actual wording oi the resolution. 

It may have been felt by the champions of Partition, both official and 
unotlicial, that the resolution dealt too rude a blow to ther earlier 
hopes of rushing the Council into at least an approval of the principle 
of Partition. For nothing could be more trenchant than the concluding 
paragraph, which “defers consideration of the substance of the 
question until the Council is in a position to deal with it as a whole, 

and in the meantime entirely reserves its opimon and its decision.” 
In short, the Council, acting on the recommendations of its sub- 
Committee, has gone no further than to acquiesce in another “ study ” 
of the practical possibilities of Partition by the British Government, 
without binding itself in the slightest measure to accept the results 
of this further exploration to the exclusion of any alternative solution. 

It may be pointed out that the present re solution is m strict, not 
to Say almost . literal, conformity with the Lioyd CGeorge-Churehill 
amendment, which brought to a close the now historic debate on the 
subject in the House of Commons. The tone of the Geneva resolution 
is, if anything, a shade harder than the London one! 

The curious tameness of the debates which attended the elaboration 
and presentation by the Three of their resolution is now explained. 
(‘olonel Beck and such of his colleagues as had shown either a humane 
or @ political interest in ensuring for Jewish emigrants from Europe 
the largest possible outlet in the’ Holy Land were evidently aware 
of the sub-Committee’s intentions. Some of them, and notably the 
Polish Foreign Minister, no doubt took a prominent share belund the 
scenes in shaping the policy which 1s at the base of the resolution. 
Thus, there was no need for them to defend their theses publicly 
with any special vigour or asperity. 

In the circumstances, it becomes more difficult than ever to under- 
stand the attitude of Dr. Weizmann, who, notwithstanding the obvious 
and resolute opposition of the bulk of the Council members to any 
solution which, in flagrant disregard of past pledges, would reduce 
the National Home to a farce, yet pleaded with M. Delbos to support 
the prineiple of Partition, albeit vainly. | 

It might be inopportune at this juncture to pr be too deeply into the 
actual motives of the French Government’s resistance to the arguments 
of our Colonial Office and Dr. Weizmann. Whether that resistance 
was mspired by the fear that France's special interests in her religious 
and. @nltural niissions in Palestine might be jeopardised by the British 
plan, or by the fear of Arab disorders in Syria, or, again, by the 
Quai d’Orsay’s idea, should Partition ever go through, of insisting on 
« Federation, under Anglo-French auspices, in which the Lebanon 
and the new Jewish State would be able to give each other mutual 
support »gainst the Moslem Arabs, matters not one jot at this stage. 

The outstanding element in the situation was that France, like the 
rest of the Council, refused to be dragooned by our olonial Office. 
or Mr. Eden, be it said in fairness, attempted no dragoontng ; no doubt 
heeause the Foreign Office, even as the War Office and the Admiralty, 
\s by no means happy about the strategic repercussions. of any 
Partitionist scheme. However this may be, to Dr, Weizmanns 
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ewildering app aul M Deibos retorted in fact that he could not commit

had proved ruinous to the economic life of the country. He also 
stressed the point thatthe Balfour Declaration had promised to 
facilitate the building up of the Jewish National Home. But how, 
he asked, could such a Hlome be built if they were not given the 
opporiunity to live by selling their commodities ? 

Iu the last ten years, he said, Arab-Jewish relations had become 
provressiv: ly worse, and now they were confronted with a chauvin- 
istic Arab Nationalism which the young Arabs had imbibed from 
serlin and Rome. 

Mr. Smilansky then dealt with the subject of Partition and 
expressed bis conviction that, given a number of improvements, the 
scheme of Royal Commission was ‘the only way out of the 
present impasse. 

The meeting, over which Mr. Z. Stalbow presided, then went into 
a discussion of the address, during which a great deal of opposition 
was expressed to Partition, 

In the course of a conversation with a representative of Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, Mr. Smilsunsky spoke of the steps the Farmers’ 
Union was taking to get its grievances remedied, sn 

* Every year,” be said, " we draw up a memorandum to the High 
Commissioner, in which we show how ruinous the present tariff 
conditions are to the industry in Palestine. Sir Arthur Wauchope is 
svinpathetic to our point of view, and our memoraudum is forwarded 
to the proper quarter in London. But there the matter ends; and 
we bear nothing more at all about if.” 

Mr. Smilansky also said that owing to adverse weather conditions 
they asked the Colonial Office through the High Commissioner, if 
they could return them 40 per cent. of the £500,000 duty which had 
been paid on oranges and grape ruit exported to Great Britain, 
This request was made on behalf. of both the Jewish and Arab 
orange growers. So far they bad not received a reply. 

As tothe fature of the industry, he said that as Palestine would 
be able in the near future to export 20,000,000 cases a vear of

Increased Port Traffic 
HAIFA’S DOMINATING POSITION 


(From a Correspond nt— JERUSALEM) 


Figures of Palestine port traffic for the first half of the year show 
that in accordancs with the rise in foreign trade, which has already 
been suinmarised in these coluinns, the tonnage and number of ships, 
as well as the amount of cargo loaded and discharged, has risen An 
interesting feature is apparent: the share of the port of Jaffa, which 
is less for both loading and unloading. 

Nea: ly 799,000 tons of cargo was hand'ed in the first six montlis 
of 1937 or about 200,000 tons more than in the corresponding period 
of 1936. Cargo discharged rose by 37.000 tons to 487 000 tons aud 
cargo loaded by 157,000 tons to 303.000 tons. The port of Haifa is 
by far the largest in. the country; over 70 per cent. of the total 
imports and exports passing through the sea ports was handled at 


Haifa. In plain figures, Haifa handled in the first half of 1957 over 


566,000 tons of the total ‘in the first half of 1936 416.000 tons), 
Tel-Aviv port participates for the first time with 53,000 tens or 
about seven per cent. of the total, while the share of the port of 
Jaffa dropped from about 30 to 2) per cent. or from 178,000 tons in 
the first half of 1936 to 163.000 tons in the 1937 period uuder review, 
thus decreasiug in absolute and ‘relative figures. 

Ships of about thirty nationalities call regularly at Palestine ports. 
During the first half of 1937, 1049 steamers and gailing vessels 
with a tonnage of 2.472,090 visited the country. The British flag 
heads the list with 216 ships and a tonnage of 464 000 tons ; fifty 
British steamers came in ballast, most of them for the transport of 
Iraq oil and citrus fruit. ‘Italy ranks second with 134 ships, the 
tonnage of which was greater than the tonnage of British ships, 
being 577,000. French lines sent ni ety-six ships to Palestine 
during the first six months of the year with a tonnage of nearly 
600,000 tons. Scandinavian ships flying the Danish. Norwegian, or 
Swedish flag numbered 186 with a tonnage of 247,000. Of thjs 
total, 87 ships came in ballast to carry citrus fruit to European 
markets. 


“‘An Alternative to Partition” 
From Professor SAMSON WRIGHT 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Saphir presents lis solution of the Palestine probieir with 
such a superabundant wealth of introductory detail that there is a dange: 
that the essential features of his scheme may go unappreciated. Briefly 
he proposes that an Arab Federation be formed to include both the 
Christian Lebanon and Palestine. The Federation will contain about 
a five per cent. Jewish minority and will be ruled from Damascus by a 
(Central Government, which will control ‘* defence and economic and 
mulitary relations with foreign States.’’. As regards Palestine itself, there 
shall be a declaration of ** the complete equality of all its inhabitants.” 
An unspecified local constitution is to be worked out for the country, 
which must be approved by a Legislative Assembly elected by all 
Palestinians, and which will therefore contain a seventy per cent. Arab 
majority. Though Jewish immigration is to be based solely on economic 
considerations it is to be ‘‘ rewulated and limited . .. to satisty both 
parties concerned *’ according to an undetined scirentitic formula to be 
worked out by a mixed Commission presided over by an expert of 
international renown. 

The recent history of events in Palestine and Iraq and the not yet 
forgotten massacre of the Assyrians make one “doubt the worth of the 
full citizen rights which are to be ‘* guaranteed ”’ to the Jews. And 
Jews who have seen our full immigration rights which were solemnly 
guaranteed by all the nations progressively whittled down may feel that 
the nebulous ** scientific ’’ control of immigration by an Arab Federation 
may prove even more disastrous. 

You say you do not support the author's ideas but think he has made 
out a prima facie case for an alternative to Partition. Of course there 
are alternatives to Partition: surrender to Arab demands is one of them, 
But in what way does Mr. Saphir’s scheme offer better oppor- 
tunities for the realisation of Jewish aspirations than even Lord Peel's 
universally condemned proposals ?

The Administrative Procedure 

In the Jerusalem office of the Ezra. the Social Service Committee of 
the Association receives cases sent by manv institutions and hy the Vaad 
Leurmm itself, Nurses at local pre-natal climes advise as to whether the 
cases should be sent to ho pital Or kept at home for the birth of the baby. 
Financial mvestigation ts undertaken by Ezra, and where necessary free 
beds are allotted at hospitals, or°where there ts sufticrent income a small 
charge is made. If no free bed is available, then the charge for a bed 
at some other hosy ital is borne by the Ezra. While the Assomation’s care 
is prunanly pre natal, a measure of alter-care is continued until the baby 
iS SIX Weeks old. In the pou t two years, O00 cases have heen dealt with 
in Jertisalem, and during the last three months between eighty and ninety 
eases in Tel-Aviv. 

Commenting on the fact that there was not a single death of a woman 
in echildburth last year in Jerusalem, Mrs. Slutzkin said that pre-natal 
work was not confined to the eare of the mother and baby, but included 
the traimng of mothers in sanitary precautions and general and domestic 
hygiene. ‘The whole of Palestine, towns and colonies; benetited from 
thie educational work. with its ultimate aun of safer continements and 
healthier babies. | 

In Jerusalem, at the Bikur Cholim Hospital, Ezra has two free beds 
available: and at one tune, for three years, 1t maintained a whole ward of 
ten tree beds, Lack of funds prevented the continuation of this full 
crTrvice., To the new hospital now being built by Hadassah on Mount 
Scopus, Jerusalem, the Ezra has, with the help of the Counce: of Jewish 
Women of Australia, eontributed £2,000 to buud a special maternity 
ward, to be available in perpetuity for the Ezra Association at a minimum 
price. The ward will be named the ‘* Ezra Ward of the Council of the 
Jewish Women of Australia.’ This Australian Council has also just 
sent a further sum of £700 to the Ezra for maternity aid in Jerusalem), 
In addition, two new aid branches of Ezra were formed this year 
in Tel-Aviv and Rehovoth. In spite of its size as a town, Tel-Aviv 
had only thuty beds for maternity cases, tifteen of them being used for 
pathological cases and emergency confinements. Now a large general 
hospital is to be built, and the Ezra Association has undertaken to assist 
in obtaining funds for the construction of a maternity ward. To build 
a ward of ten beds requires £2,000. 

Mrs. Slutzkin paid a tribute to Professor Bernard Zondek, the famous 
specialist, who 1s attached to Hadassah and. who initiated a maternity 
unit three years ago at the Rothschild Hospital in Jerusalem, — Dr. 
Zondek, who is engaged specially in research into the causes and cure of 
sterility, has done an enormous amount of honorary work for the Ezra 
Association. Mrs. Slutzkin emphasised that all members of the Ezra 
(except the Secretary, who receives a small fee) give their services 
entirely free. 

The mission of Mrs. Slutzkin in England is to collect funds on behalf 
of the Ezra Association, and she has received the help of many prominent 
cocial workers. To an dffer to assist in the establishment of birth control 
clinies, Mrs. Slutzkin observed: that babies were precious to Palestine 
they were the only “‘ immigrants’? who could enter without passports or 
visas! Such a clinic, however, would no doubt be well received by the Arab 
women. As an encouragement to her campaign in England, the Tel-Aviv 
Municipality have guaranteed to take every cuse in its hospitals until she 
returns, so that there would be no distress. They are confident that her 
mission will be successful.

Manchester Talmud Torah Schools’ Financial Difficulties

Ata meeting of the Council of the Schools, Mr. S. H. Steinarf, 
J.P., President, referred to the losses which the Jewish eommunity 
had sustained by the deaths of Lord Rothschild and Mr. P. M, 
Quas-Cohen. He congratulated Mr. Lucien Harris on his marriage. 
Mr. Steinart said that through the good offices of Mr. R. Tobias, of 
the Jewish Aid Committee, a party of Talmud Torah pupils spent a 
week's holiday at the “ White Heather’ Camp at Heaton Park, and 
that Kasher food was provided. 

The usual distribution of boots and clothing had been made to 
the poorer children, and the Executive was grateful to Messrs. Isaac 
Kindler, Jack Casket, and W. Shalyt for their services in that con- 
nection. Mr. H. M, Adler's latest report to the Central Committee 
for Jewish Education, said the Chairman, contained a complimeatary 
reference to the Manchester Talmud Torah and its branches. 

lr. [. W. Slotki, in bis educational report, stated that all the 
suggestions for the correct pronunciation of Hebrew made by a 
representative committee of teachers in London, and epitomised in 
Mr. Adler’s recently published annual report, contained nothing 
new which could be adopted by the Manchester Talmud Torah 
Schools, where all the rules laid down by the Committee had been 
insisted upon for many years. The half-annual examination would 
be held shortly at the main school as well as at its affiliated schools 
at Heaton Park, Broughton, and Oxford Road. The girls’ progress 
was in every way gratifying and compared favourably with that of 
the boys, added Dr. Slotki. Their numerical proportion, however, 
was unsatisfactory. Jewish parents should realise their duty to 
Judaism in general, and to their own daughters in particular. 

Councillor A. Moss, in his report on the Municipal Day Schools’ 
work, said that in the short time allowed for the lessons very 
valuable knowledge was imparted to Jewish boys and girls, many 
ef whom, if not for the day schoo! tuition, would grow up without 
any Hebrew knowledge at all. Though that work was costing the 
Talinud Torah £300 per annum, only £20 had been received in 
subscriptions for that purpose. 

lor. Slotki reported on the position at Thomas Street Methodist 
School. While a few years ago, he said, only a few Jewish children 
attended, there were now 72 on the roll. It was desirable to send 
there a Jewish teacher, and the School Managers were quite 
ugreeable to this being done. 

A discussion ensued in which Messrs. N. Marks, IL. Sunlight, 3. 
Isaacson, Henry Cohen, Samuel Davies and E. Ratiles took part. 
The reports were adopted. 

Mr. E. Raffles presented a financial statement from January to 
August, showing income £2,124, expenditure £2,890, and deficit 
£166. The overdraft to the bank, he said, was now £3,920—the 
highest in the history of the schools. Ways and means of increasing 
the income and reducing the expenses were suggested by Messrs. 
Eli Fox, M. Hyman, L. Libbert, B. Forster, lL. Kindler, and W. I. Simon.

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The Choice Begins the Nursery 


Parents’ Opportunity to 
Guide Their Children 


PECIALISATION is a modern necessity in 

education. It may be very true that a liberal 

education, even if it has no direct bearing 
upon the economic problems of life, is some- 
thing of real value initself. Jewish love of learning 
bas inclined Jewish parents everywhere to take 
the utmost advantage of educational facilities for 
their children. Forthe whole purpose of a lberal 
education fils in so admirably with the Jewish 
outlook on life. And Jewish parents follow with 
loving interest: and satisfaction the scholastic 
triumphs of their children. Later on, if the youth 
with a long list of academic honours is forced to 
go into business to make a living, his parents 
console themselves with reflecting that his wide 
knowledge and culture will still be assets both in 
business and in social life. 

But alas, the time and the opportunity for “ trying 
out’ a career are becoming the prerogative of fewer 
and fewer people in the modern world. And the 
waste of time and energy involved in fitting square 
pegs into a succession of ill-fitting holes until the 
right one is discovered is an expensive method of 
procedure. Most of the big schools in this country 
have already installed careers masters, whose duty 
it is to make a detailed observation of each pupil over 
a number of school years, and then advise him and 
his parents on the most suitable career for him to 
undertake. 

This method can be carried a step farther. If is in the nursery 
that the most important information concerning a child can be 
gleaned by the intelligent observer. And who is more fitted to 
make the kind of survey of her child necessary for determining his 
ultimate usefulness to the community than the mother herself? 
She watches him grappling with a huadred baby problems. That 
knot round his birthday parcel needs untying. Does he tackle it 
patiently, using his little fingers with dexterity? Or does he 
quickly get “all het up" and demand scissors to cut the string? 
Or does he at the very onset of the difficulty appeal for adult 


-assistance? All these phenomena have definite bearing on his 


character and on the type of education necessary for fitting him 
for life. 

One of the essential duties of the nursery “ careers master” is to 
determine the type of school best fitted for the individual child. At 
present there are as many mistakes committed by sending children 
to the wrong schools as there were formerly by insisting (unknow- 
ingly) on young people's entering uncongenial and unsuitable 
occupations. The motives for both these mistaken actions are 
curiously comparable. There is the tradition motive. A child's 
father or elder brother has been to a school and done well, so he 
must perforce go to the same school—and be blamed if he does not 
do so well. Then there is the motive of social snobbery. To have 
a child at a famous school may give a sense of social importance to 
its parents. 

Again, as in the case of the careers young people once had so 
uncompromisingly chosen for them, the ungratified wishes of the

HE next few weeks in the garden must be devoted to a reall y 
ruthless clearance, There are certain golden principles which 
above all the amateur gardener should bear in mind. And the 
first of these is that you cannot grow too many of those kinds of 
plants and shiubs that really do well in your 
garden with the amount of attention that you 
are able to give them.

parent may be fulfilled in the child. The man who wished to have 
been educated in this or that famous school will find great satis- 
faction in the knowledge that his children attend it. 

All these motives are bad motives so far as the effect on the child 
himself is concerned. In approaching the problem of deciding just 
what sort of education will benefit him, there must be no other 
consideration than the child's own needs, in so far as these are 
compatible with his parents’ means. Children early sbow signs of 
the most insistent trends in their mentality. By the time they 
reach school and therefore come under the observation of a careers 
master, a great many of their most characteristic tastes and inclina’ 
tions will have been carefully hidden beneath an exterior calculated 
to appear as like as possible to that of other children. It is there- 
fore in his tenderest years that the most useful knowledge about 
him and about his capacities can really be acquired. 

Make a study of your child, not in the light of your own or your 
husband's relationship to: him, but purely as an individual. Few 
parents, it is true, are capable of such an objective attitude towards 
their own children. And yet when the history of famous men is 
studied, it is invariably found that those children who were 
fortunate enough to possess such parents were the men and women 
who have achieved great things in the world. It has been said that 
most great men had great mothers. This probably means no more 
and.no less than that the mothers of men whose talents led them to 
eminence constituted themselves their nursery “ careers masters,” 


and, taking the tide of their sons’ affairs at the flood, led them on to 
fortune.

living in the isolated country districts) can easily be duped, especially 
when anti-Semitism is also the staple propaganda of certain 
Afrikaans newspapers which support Dr. Malan’s new-found creed. 

The United Party which now rules South Africa with General 
Hertzog as Premier, and General Smuts as Vice-Premier, is watch- 
ing the activities of Dr. Malan closely. While General Smuts is 
known to be a consistent friend of the Jewish people, the same 
cannot be said without qualification of General Hertzog, although 
the latter is hardly likely to associate himself with any definite anti- 
Semitic tendencies. 

The Jewish Community is confronted with a heavy and responsible 
task in adequately combating the growing danger. The South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies is issuing much literature 
in Afrikaans, and is also carrying out other work in enlightening the 
hackvelder as to the danger of introducing the poison of Nazi Jew- 
hatred into a country which has suffered so greatly in the past from 
racial animosity. 


CANADA 
New Flood of Anti-Jewish Propaganda 
Who Provides the Finance ? 


our Correspondent—QUEBEC } 


The National Social Christian Party (the latest name for the Nazi 
party in Canada) has now taken the stage with more virulent 
anti-Semitic propaganda than ever before. Three million copies of 
a brochure (of which ha!f are published in French, and the other half 
in English) bave been printed for distribution throughout the 
Dominion: It is estimated that the cost of this production Is in the 
nature of $120,000, and the question is being asked, “Who is 
finsncing it?” 

The editor of the “The Key to the Mystery,’ 
is called, is Dr. J. G. Lambert, of Montreal, 
secretary of the Canadian Fascist party. The postal box number 
given on the cover for reference is that of Adrien Arcand, 
notorious for h's anti-Semitic propaganda for many years, The 
publication purports to quote from numerous Jewish sources 
to prove that the Jews seek to dominate the world, and indeed 
every crime in the calendar is supposed to be encouraged by 
Jewish leaders, as shown by distorted quotations from THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, the JEWIsH WoRLD, the JEWISH ENCYCLOP2XDIA, Disraeli, 
Nahum Sokolow, Israel Zangwill and many other writers and 
publications, including, of course, the “ Protocols of the Elders of 
Zion.” La Ligue Féminine Anticommuniste de Montreal, which 
declares itself the sponsor of the brochure, has‘as its President 
Miss Arcand, sister of Adrien, and as its Secretary the wife of Dr, 
Lambert—a close corporation. 

Another uctivity of the Nationalist Social Christian Party is the 
distribution of thousands of “ sticky-backs,” which are placed on 
shop windows on dark nights. ‘They are inscribed with a swastika 
aud the words, “ Conquest of the Jew by the Canadian Fascist.”’

HUNGARY --A memorial to thre late Deputy Paul Sandor, a prominent 
Huvgarian politician and a tireless champion of Jewish rights was unveiled 
at the Jewish cemetery in Budapest recently in the presence of Govern- 
ment representatives and prominent Jewish leaders. 

A famous stained-glass window in the Szegedin Synagogue was smashed 
by anti-Semitic youths who bombarided it with bottles last week. The 
police succeeded in arresting a number of the culprits who confessed that 
they were members of the Nazi Arrow-Cross Organisation. 


YUGOSLAVIA—The Government has suspended a Nazi newspaper in 
the Germau language, ERWACHE, which has been conducting a violent 


anti-Jewish campaign and which attacked the Government “ for favouring 
the Jews.” 


. U.S.S.R.—A special department to supervise the development of collec- 
tive farms in the Jewish autonomous region of Biro-Bidjan has been 
created by order of M. Tchernov, Commissar for Agriculture, 


PARAGUAY—The Government of Paraguay has appointed Dr. Isaac 
Rosenzweig as its Minister in Colombia. Dr. Isaac Rosenzweig originally 
came from Czernowitz, Bukowina to Buenos Aires, where he gained fame 
as an expert surgeon. During the war between Paraguay and Bolivia he 
served with distinction in the Paraguayan Army Medical Corps.

The Boxing Correspondent of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE writes: 

What was generally conceded to be one of the best fights ever witnessed 
at the Devonshire Sporting Club took place lest week, when Dave Keller 
beat Pat Palmer, the holder, on points for the Southern Area Fly-weight 
Championship.

Good Revival at the Westminster 


Denis Johnston's six-year-old comedy, “The Moon in the Yellow 
River,” is already rivalling “Juno and the Payeock” in popular 
affection, as exemplified by its latest revival at the Westminster 
Theatre, where it is produced by Peter Powell, from the Dublin Gate 
rheatre.

Its theme, the strugule between conservatism and change, has an 
mndying appeal, and across it are drawn herrings of hues that may some- 
tunes be suspect but are always interesting. The Irish setting will always 
appeal to the English, who now enjoy laughing at the Irish as much as 
in the past they enjoyed suppressing therm. Unfortunately, all plays 
about the Irish are written by lnshmen, and each of them reminds one 
of Dr. Johnson's dictum, ‘* Sir: the Irish are a fait people--they never 
speak well of one another.’’ In this play, the Irish represent the village 
pump and a German the petrol pump—apparently there are no native 
Progressives In lreland. Chekhov wrote a play in a sinnular 
techmque, ** The Cherry Orchard,’’ and Galsworthy a similar play in 
. different technique, ** The Skin Game,’’ the superficial difference being 
one of caste, for Mr. Johnston represents conservatism In a materially 
lower grade than his predecessors. Like Chekhov's immediate ancestor, 
he an technique, and it is cunrous to note how 
successful this technique still is in drama, though it 
abandoned im and music, 

Indeed, this play (though it has structural weaknesses) gives one every 
reason to thank .the ongimnal Chinee who, in his drunkenness. embraced 
the moon in the Yellow River. The present revival is well produced and 
well acted, without, however, calling for any particular mentions in the

“Grand Old Robber” 
HANDEL NIGHT AT THE * PROM" 


Listemmg to a programme devoted entirely to Handel, as Tf did 
at last Thursday's BBC. Promenade Concert at the Queens Hal! 
might have confirmed the aptness of the phrase “ Grand Old Robber” 
as applied to this composer. But. the “robber” in Handel was of a 
comparatively tame and innocent kind. The occasional hftung even ot 
whole harmonic sequences from composers’ works bemg tabow, 
Handel stole only from the works he had previously written. It was 
a trick for which such a prolitic composer can almost be forgiven 
For his music is conceived grandly, broad and straightforward im its 
architecture.

Superb Work by Anna Neagle 


“VICTORIA THE GREAT ’’—Leicester Square 
Certificate) 

The temptation is present throughout the screening of this film 
to regard it as either lustory or biography, that is to say, as a pictorial 
record of events in the great Queen’s reign, or in her private life. 
lhe film is, however, neither. Its main concern is to be simply a good 
film. That is only sensible, and the captious should remember that 
there is sufficient material im that sixty years’ reign to provide for 
dozens of films. 

Scenarists Miles Malleson and Charles de Grandcourt tried to stnke 
' balanee between the Queen's private life and the great events of 
her time. To a great extent, they have suecceded. Victoria and Albert 
live on the sereen; they enlist the sympathy of everyone, and if there 
i, & grievance, 1t 1s sunply that the scenarists and Herbert Wilcox 
(who produced and directed) have realised to the full the cinematic 
value of the spectacle of the Coronation, the Diamond Jubilee, and 
other State events. This has of necessity meant cutting shorter than a 
good many desire the more domestic and personal aspects of Victoria’s 
reign and marnage. 

The romance between the Queen and Albert is beautifully portrayed, 
and is utterly convincing. Not a foot of film is wasted here, and it 
draws all too soon to its end. Much of its suecess 1s due to the players,

“KNIGHT WITHOUT -ARMOUR "—London 
Certificate) 

, This is a disappointing film. Yet it has all the ingredients to make 
it a most tasty morsel: a noted French director, Jacques Feyder ; 
two stars of the first rank, Marlene Dietrich and Robert Donat; a story 
adapted from a novel by James Hilton (whose “ Lost Horizon” made 
so successful a film); and two expert scenerists, Lajos Biros and Arthur 
Wimperis. Why does the film fail? Perhaps because the theme is not 
a strong enough peg on to which to hang such a multiplicity of 
incidents. 

A young Englishman, living in pre-War Russia, writes an article 
which incurs the displeasure of the authorities, who order him to leave 
the country within forty-eight hours. He becomes a British Secret 
Service agent, employed to spy on the revolutionary movement, which 
he joins. He becomes implicated in an attempted assassination, and 
is sent to Siberia. The Revolution breaks out; he joins the Red Army 
and rescues the beautiful Countess Alexandra from death, of worse. 

The rest of the film deals with their attempts to escape from Russia. 
They trick the Reds (twice); they trick the Whites (twice). And at 
last the American Red Cross helps the lovers to win through to foreign 
territory. Robert Donat’s talents are barely employed (his iiness 
during the making of the film was quite obviously responsible); and 
Marlene is sorrowful, charming, and ternfied whenever required, 
Although disappointing because of the talent wasted on it, the film 
is, however, quite fair entertaimment. 


TOPPER '’—Empire, Leicester Square—(‘'A’’ Certificate) 

Suppose you were a gay young thing. And suppose further that 
you could become invisible at will, Would you have fun? Well, so did 
the two stars (Constance Bennett and Cary Grant) of this mad 
extravaganza, 

Cosmo Topper is a mild little henpecked husband who, although 
he is an important banker, sometimes has qualms that he is really 
getting no fun out of life. He envies those daredevil gadabouts, Manion 
and George Kirby, the principal stockholders of his bank. Racing in 
their car, this couple have an accident, as a result of which they can 
become invisible at will. Their subsequent adventures in their attempt 
to liven up Mr. Topper make this one of the grandest comedy films 
of the year.
